IN  THE  YEAR  5327  A.  D. 


Several  months  ago  an  old  coffin  containing  the 
bones  of  a prehistoric  man  was  found,  several  feet  be- 
low the  surface,  in  the  wilderness  about  eighty  miles 
west  of  the  ruins  of  the  ancient  city  of  Xuvorkensis.
